DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This office action is in response to an after-final amendment filed October 23, 2009. Claims 

1, 4-22, 25-48 were previously pending, with claims 29-39 withdrawn from consideration. Claims 
1,4-21, 25-28 and 40-45 were previously allowed. Applicants cancelled claims 22, 29-39 and 46- 
48. Claims 1, 4-21, 25-28 and 40-45 are pending. 

2. Applicants cancelled claims 22, 29-39 and 46-48, therefore obviating all of the previously 
presented rejections. Since the only pending claims are the claims previously indicated as allowed, 
the application is in condition for allowance.
